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1. On 31 August 1950 and L Sewsenbor 1950 the Heustrelivs (17 Shu Sh) 
barracks installation on the road te Persian was occwpied to capacity 
by 2,000 to 2,509 troops whe wore redebordered blask enaulets, sons 
with tank insicnia, Tanks wore seon in two garages in the southern 
section of the billeting areca. Vour sheds in the northern section of 
the area were used as temoorary varages for tanks and motor vehicles. 


The area in front of the sheds was marked by tracks of tanks and 
motor vehicles, Trucks ere identified in the

2. Six to seven hundred trooos were quartered in the cantonment at the 
northern exit of Ucustrelite east of the road to Nevbrandenburs, fhe 
camp consists of six twoestory EM quarters, each alout 6x30 meters 
and capable of quartering about 609 troops, an administration building. 
a storage building and a Pilline station. Gate guards wore red~bordered 
black epaulets. No training activity or motor traffic was observed, 


3. Soviet troops were seen in the former Marinesiadlung on Altstrelitzer= 
strasse on the southeastern cdge of the city. the settlement consists 
of eight threc=estory buildings, each with a capacity of about 150 wen, 
and two temoorary garaces fer about 12 trucks cach. Only one story of 
the buildings was occupied. The garaces were filicd vel motor vehicles 
but no ‘motor vehicle trafiic was ohserved. An NOO and six isl were seen 
at AT gun drill near the garages, sentries wore Saale black 
epaulets with artillery insimia. 


h. The iM cumrters in the restricted areca of Ychlossvari: seemed to be 
oceunied to capacity. Guards at the entrance of the arca wore red~ 
bordered black evaulets. Local residents said that sheds used as 
temporary garages were also in the area, 


5, On 1 and 2 Septerber 1950 the lanzer Kaserne on the road to Ponzlin 
was occupied by tank and artillery troops, At least 2,000 treeps were 
seen at combat training and oractice firin:: in the training areca north 
of the install.tion. Fourteen Te3l: and JSetanks, including the T=3) 
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practice attack. The noise of tanks and firing from the area farther 


to the west indicated that more trosos were oracticing there. [ 25X11 
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6 Troops wearing red=bordered Liask epaviets were quartered in the Alte

; Four range finders or sighting devices were in the barracks yard. 


7. Heavy traffic of officers and motor vehicles, predominantly from the 
Penzes Kaserne, was observed at the headquarters on Ulambeckersec. 
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25X1A occupied by a higheranicng officer, anparently a seneral 
who was about 60 years of age, arzived from the direction of Altstrelitz 
and proceeded toward the ranzer Kaserne.
